In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the second day of June. 

Before Maitre Danielle KOLBACH, notary, residing in Redange-sur-Attert , Grand- 
Duchy of Luxembourg, 

THERE APPEARED 

CDCF IV Holdco Subsidiary A LLC, a limited liability company, incorporated and 
existing under the laws of the State of Delaware (USA), having its registered office 
2711 Centerville Road, Suite 400, DE-19808 Wilmington, USA registered with the 
Delaware Division of Corporations under number 5880869 (the “Sole 
Shareholder”), 

hereby represented by Sara Lecomte, clerc de notaire professionally residing in 
Redange-sur-Attert, by virtue of a power of attorney given under private seal. 

The power of attorney, after having been initialled ne varietur by the attorney-in-fact 
of the Sole Shareholder and by the undersigned notary, shall remain attached to the 
present deed and be submitted with this deed to the registration authorities. 

The Sole Shareholder requests the undersigned notary to record the following articles 
of incorporation of a private limited liability company ( societe a responsabilite 
limitee) (the “Articles”), which it hereby declares to incorporate: 

1. NAME 

There exists a private limited liability company (societe a responsabilite limitee) by 
the name of "CoIDocklands Funding S.a r.l." (the “Company”). 

2. CORPORATE OBJECT 

The purpose of the Company is (i) the acquisition, holding and disposal, in any fonn, 
by any means, whether directly or indirectly, of participations, rights and interests (in 
whatsoever fonn or other) in Luxembourg and foreign companies, (ii) the acquisition 
by purchase, subscription, or in any other manner, as well as the transfer by sale, 
exchange or in any other manner of stock, shares, bonds, debentures, notes and other 
securities or financial or debt instruments of any kind and (iii) the ownership, 
development, management and disposal of a portfolio of any assets (including, apart 
from the assets referred to in (i) and (ii) above, patents or other intellectual property 
rights of any nature or origin). 
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In addition, the Company may acquire and sell real estate properties, for its own 
account, either in the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg or abroad and it may carry out all 
operations relating to real estate properties. 

The Company may borrow in any form, except by way of public offer. It may enter 
into any type of loan agreement and it may issue, by way of private placement only, 
notes, bonds and any kind of debt and equity securities. It may lend funds (with or 
without security) including, without limitation, the proceeds of any borrowings 
and/or issues of securities, to its subsidiaries, affiliated companies and any other 
companies. The Company may also give guarantees and pledge, transfer, encumber 
or otherwise create and grant security over all or some of its assets to guarantee its 
own obligations and those of any other company, and, generally, for its own benefit 
and that of any other company or person. For the avoidance of doubt, the Company 
may not carry out any regulated activities of the financial sector without having 
obtained the required authorisation. 

The Company may enter into, execute and deliver and perform any swaps, futures, 
forwards, derivatives, options, repurchase, stock lending and similar transactions. 
The Company may generally use any techniques and instruments relating to 
investments for the purpose of their efficient management, including, but not limited 
to, techniques and instruments designed to protect it against credit, currency 
exchange, interest rate risks and other risks. 

The descriptions above are to be construed broadly and their enumeration is not 
limited. The Company's purpose shall include any transaction or agreement which is 
entered into by the Company, provided they are incidental or conducive to the 
attainment of the Company's purpose described above. 

In general, the Company may take any controlling and supervisory measures and 
carry out any operation or transaction which it considers necessary or useful in the 
accomplishment and development of its purpose. 

The Company may carry out any commercial, industrial, and financial operations, 
which are directly or indirectly connected with its purpose or which may favour its 
development. 

3. DURATION 

The Company is established for an unlimited period. 

4. REGISTERED OFFICE 

The registered office is established in the municipality of Luxembourg. 

It may be transferred to any other place in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg by 
means of a resolution of an extraordinary general meeting of its Shareholders. It may 
be transferred within the boundaries of the municipality by a resolution of the 
manager/board of managers of the Company. The Company may have offices and 
branches, both in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and abroad. 
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5. SHARE CAPITAL 

The share capital of the Company is fixed at twelve thousand six hundred Euros 
(EUR 12,600.-) divided into twelve thousand six hundred (12,600) shares with a 
nominal value of one Euro (EUR 1.-) each (the "Shares" each share being referred to 
as a “Share”). In the Articles, "Shareholders" means the holders at the relevant time 
of the Shares and a "Shareholder" shall be construed accordingly. 

The Company may establish a share premium account (the "Share Premium 
Account") into which any premium paid on any Share is to be transferred. Decisions 
as to the use of the Share Premium Account are to be taken by the Manager(s) 
subject to the law on commercial companies dated as of 10 August 1915 as amended 
(the “1915 Law”) and the Articles. 

All Shares have equal rights. 

The Company may repurchase, redeem and/or cancel its Shares subject as provided 
in the 1915 Law. 

6. AMENDMENTS TO THE SHARE CAPITAL 

The share capital may be increased or reduced at any time by a decision of the sole 
shareholder or of the general meeting of the Shareholders, in accordance with article 
14.2 of the Articles. 

7. PROFIT SHARING 

Each Share entitles to dividend distributions in direct proportion to the number of 
shares in existence. 

8. INDIVISIBLE SHARES 

Towards the Company, the Company's Shares are indivisible, and only one owner is 
admitted per share. Joint co-owners have to appoint a sole person as their 
representative towards the Company. 

9. TRANSFER OF SHARES 

In case of a sole shareholder, the Shares held by the sole shareholder are freely 
transferable. 

In case of plurality of shareholders, the transfer of shares inter vivos to third parties 
must be authorised by the general meeting of the Shareholders who represent at least 
three-quarters of the paid-in capital of the Company. No such authorisation is 
required for a transfer of shares among shareholders. 

The transfer of shares mortis causa to third parties must be accepted by the 
Shareholders who represent three-quarters of the rights belonging to the surviving 
shareholders. 

The requirements of articles 189 and 190 of the 1915 Law apply to the Company. 

10. REDEMPTION OF SHARES 

The Company shall have power to acquire shares in its own capital provided that the 
Company has sufficient distributable reserves and profits to that effect. 
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The acquisition and disposal by the Company of shares held by it in its own share 
capital shall take place by virtue of a resolution of and on the terms and conditions to 
be decided upon by the sole shareholder or the general meeting of the Shareholders. 
The quorum and majority requirements applicable for amendments to the Articles 
shall apply in accordance with article 14.2 of the Articles. 

11. DEATH, SUSPENSION OF CIVIL RIGHTS, INSOLVENCY OR 

BANKRUPTCY OF THE SHAREHOLDERS 

The death, suspension of civil rights, insolvency or bankruptcy of the sole 
shareholder or of one of the shareholders will not terminate the Company. 

12. MANAGEMENT 

The Company is managed by one or more managers. If several managers have been 
appointed, they will constitute a board of managers. The manager(s) need not to be 
Shareholders. The manager(s) are appointed, revoked and replaced by a decision of 
the general meeting of the Shareholders, adopted by Shareholders owning more than 
half of the share capital. 

A chairman pro tempore of the board of managers may be appointed by the board of 
managers for each board meeting of the Company. The chairman, if one is appointed, 
will preside at the meeting of the board of managers for which he/she/it has been 
appointed. The board of managers will appoint a chainnan pro tempore, if one is 
appointed, by vote of the majority of the managers present or represented at the 
board meeting. 

In dealing with third parties, the sole manager, or in case of plurality of managers, 
the board of managers will have all powers to act in the name and on behalf of the 
Company in all circumstances and to carry out and approve all acts and operations 
consistent with the Company's objects. 

All powers not expressly reserved by law or the present Articles to the general 
meeting of Shareholders fall within the power of the sole manager, or in case of 
plurality of managers, of the board of managers. 

The Company shall be bound by the sole signature of its sole manager, and, in case 
of plurality of managers, by the joint signature of any two (2) managers. 

The manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the board of managers may 
delegate their powers for specific tasks (including the delegation of the perfonnance 
of specific day-to-day management powers pertaining to transactions effectuated in 
the normal course of business) to one or several ad hoc agents. The manager, or in 
case of plurality of managers, the board of managers will determine each agent's 
responsibilities and remuneration (if any), the duration of the period of representation 
and any other relevant conditions of his/her/its agency. 

In case of plurality of managers, the resolutions of the board of managers shall be 
adopted by the majority of the managers present or represented. The board of 
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managers may deliberate or act validly only if at least the majority of its members is 
present or represented at a meeting of the board of managers. 

In case of plurality of managers, written notice of any meeting of the board of 
managers will be given to all managers, in writing or by telefax or electronic mail (e- 
mail), at least 24 (twenty-four) hours in advance of the hour set for such meeting, 
except in circumstances of emergency. A meeting of the board of managers may be 
convened by any manager. This notice may be waived if all the managers are present 
or represented, and if they state that they have been informed on the agenda of the 
meeting. Separate notice shall not be required for individual meetings held at times 
and places prescribed in a schedule previously adopted by a resolution of the board 
of managers. 

A manager may act at a meeting of the board of managers by appointing in writing or 
by telefax or electronic mail (e-mail) another manager as his/her/its proxy. A 
manager may also participate in a meeting of the board of managers by conference 
call, videoconference or by other similar means of communication allowing all the 
managers taking part in the meeting to be identified and to deliberate. The 
participation by a manager in a meeting by conference call, videoconference or by 
other similar means of communication mentioned above shall be deemed to be a 
participation in person at such meeting and the meeting shall be deemed to be held at 
the registered office of the Company. The decisions of the board of managers will be 
recorded in minutes to be held at the registered office of the Company and to be 
signed by the managers attending, or by the chainnan of the board of managers, if 
one has been appointed. Proxies, if any, will remain attached to the minutes of the 
relevant meeting. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, resolutions of the board of managers may also be 
passed in writing in which case such circular resolutions shall consist of one or 
several documents containing the resolutions and signed by each and every manager. 
The date of such circular resolutions shall be the date of the last signature. Such 
circular resolutions are deemed to be taken in Luxembourg. 

13. LIABILITY OF THE MANAGER(S) 

The manager or the managers (as the case may be) assume, by reason of their 
position, no personal liability in relation to any commitment validly made by them in 
the name of the Company. 

14. GENERAL MEETING OF THE SHAREHOLDERS 

14.1. Powers and voting rights 

(i) Resolutions of the Shareholders shall be adopted at a general meeting of 
Shareholders (the General Meeting) or by way of circular resolutions (the 
“Shareholders Circular Resolutions”) in case the number of Shareholders 
of the Company is less than or equal to twenty-five (25). 
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(ii) Where resolutions are to be adopted by way of Shareholders Circular 
Resolutions, each Shareholder shall be sent an explicit draft of the 
resolution(s) to be passed, and shall sign the resolution(s). Shareholders 
Circular Resolutions signed by all the Shareholders shall be valid and binding 
as if passed at a General Meeting duly convened and held and shall bear the 
date of the last signature. 

(iii) Each share entitles to one (1) vote. 

14.2. Notices, quorum, majority and voting procedures 

(i) The shareholders shall be convened to General Meetings or consulted in 
writing at the initiative of any manager or Shareholders representing more 
than one-half (1/2) of the share capital. 

(ii) Written notice of any General Meeting shall be given to all Shareholders at 
least eight (8) calendar days in advance of the date of the meeting, except in 
case of emergency, the nature and circumstances of which shall be set forth in 
the notice of the meeting. 

(iii) General Meetings shall be held at such place and time specified in the notices 
of the meetings. 

(iv) If all the Shareholders are present or represented and consider themselves as 
duly convened and informed of the agenda of the meeting, the General 
Meeting may be held without prior notice. 

(v) A Shareholder may grant a written power of attorney to another person, 
whether or not a Shareholder, in order to be represented at any General 
Meeting. 

(vi) Resolutions to be adopted at General Meetings or by way of Shareholders 
Circular Resolutions shall be passed by Shareholders owning more than one- 
half (1/2) of the share capital. If this majority is not reached at the first 
General Meeting or first written consultation, the Shareholders shall be 
convened by registered letter to a second General Meeting or consulted a 
second time and the resolutions shall be adopted at the second General 
Meeting or by Shareholders Circular Resolutions by a majority of the votes 
cast, regardless of the proportion of the share capital represented. 

(vii) The Articles may be amended with the consent of a majority (in number) of 
Shareholders owning at least three-quarters (3/4) of the share capital. 

(viii) Any change in the nationality of the Company and any increase of a 
Shareholder’s commitment in the Company shall require the unanimous 
consent of the Shareholders. 

15. SOLE SHAREHOLDER 

The sole shareholder shall exercise all powers conferred by the 1915 Law to the 

General Meeting. 
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Any reference in the Articles to the Shareholders and the General Meeting or to 
Shareholders Circular Resolutions is to be read as a reference to such sole 
shareholder or the resolutions of the latter, as appropriate. 

The resolutions of the sole shareholder shall be recorded in minutes or drawn up in 
writing. 

16. FINANCIAL YEAR 

The Company's financial year starts on 1 January and ends on 3 1 December of each 
year. 

17. FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The sole manager or the board of managers, as the case may be, shall draw up the 
annual accounts of the Company that shall be submitted to the approval of the 
general meeting of the shareholders or of the sole shareholder. 

18. APPROPRIATION OF PROFITS, RESERVES 

From the annual net profits of the Company (if any), 5% (five per cent.) shall be 
allocated to the reserve required by law. This allocation shall cease to be required as 
soon as such legal reserve amounts to 10% (ten per cent) of the share capital of the 
Company, but shall again be compulsory if the legal reserve falls below 10% (ten per 
cent) of the share capital of the Company. 

The annual general meeting of Shareholders shall decide on the allocation of the 
annual results and the declaration and payments of dividends, as the case may be, in 
accordance with this article 18. 

The shareholder(s) or the manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the board of 
managers may, subject to applicable law, decide to pay interim dividends out of the 
profits and reserves available for distribution, including share premium. 

19. LIQUIDATION 

At the time of winding up of the company the liquidation will be carried out by one 
or several liquidators, Shareholders or not, appointed by the Shareholders who shall 
determine their powers and remuneration. 

Under the liquidation of the Company, the surplus assets of the Company available 
for distribution among Shareholders shall be distributed to the Shareholders, by way 
of advance payments or after payment (or provisions, as the case may be) of the 
Company's liabilities. 

20. STATUTORY AUDITOR - EXTERNAL AUDITOR 

In accordance with article 200 of the 1915 Law, the Company needs only to be 
audited by a statutory auditor if it has more than 25 (twenty-five) Shareholders. An 
external auditor needs to be appointed whenever the exemption provided by article 
69 (2) of the Luxembourg act dated 19 December 2002 on the trade and companies 
register and on the accounting and financial accounts of companies does not apply. 
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21. REFERENCE TO LEGAL PROVISIONS 

Reference is made to the provisions of the 1915 Law for all matters for which no 
specific provision is made in the Articles. 

Subscription and Payment 

CDCF IV Holdco Subsidiary A LLC, the Sole Shareholder, represented as stated 
above, hereby declares to subscribe all the 12,600 (twelve thousand six hundred) 
shares of the Company having a nominal value of EUR 1 (one EURO) each, and to 
fully pay-up such shares by means of a contribution in cash in an amount of EUR 
12,600 (twelve thousand six hundred euros), which represents the aggregate 
subscription price (the “Subscription Price”) of the 12,600 (twelve thousand six 
hundred) shares of the Company having a nominal value of EUR 1 (one euro) each. 
Evidence of the payment of the Subscription Price has been given to the undersigned 
notary by means of a blocking certificate confirming the availability of the amount of 
the Subscription Price on the Company's bank account. 

Transitory Provisions 

The first financial year of the Company shall start on the date hereof and it shall end 
on 31 December 2016. 

Estimate of costs 

The expenses, costs, remunerations and charges in any form whatsoever, which shall 
be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed are estimated to be 
approximately one thousand two hundred euros (EUR 1,200.-). 

Sole Shareholder resolutions 

Immediately after the incorporation of the Company, the Sole Shareholder, 
represented as stated above, representing the entire share capital of the Company, 
takes the following resolutions: 

(a) the number of managers of the Company is set at one (1) and Colony 
Luxembourg S.a r.l., a Luxembourg private limited liability 
company ( societe a responsabilite limitee ), having its registered office 
at 121, avenue de la Faiencerie, L-1511 Luxembourg, and registered 
with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register under number B 
88.540, is appointed as sole manager of the Company, with effect as 
of the date hereof and for an unlimited period of time; 

(b) the registered office of the Company is set at 121, avenue de la 
Faiencerie, L-1511 Luxembourg. 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states herewith that on 
request of the attorney-in-fact of the Sole Shareholder, the present deed is worded in 
English, followed by a French version; at the request of the attorney-in-fact of the 
Sole Shareholder in case of discrepancies between the English and the French texts, 
the English version shall prevail.

II peut etre transfere en tout autre lieu du Grand-duche de Luxembourg par simple 
decision d'une assemblee generale extraordinaire des Associes. II peut etre transfere a 
l’interieur de la commune par une decision du gerant/conseil de gerance. La Societe 
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peut ouvrir des bureaux et succursales dans tous autres lieux du pays ainsi qu'a 
l'etranger. 

5. CAPITAL SOCIAL 

Le capital social de la Societe est fixe a douze mille six cents Euros (12.600,- EUR) 
represente par douze mille six cents (12.600) parts sociales ayant une valeur 
nominale de EUR 1 (un euro) chacune (les "Parts Sociales"). Dans les presents 
Statuts, "Associes" signifie les detenteurs au moment pertinent des Parts Sociales et 
chaque Associe doit etre entendu de la meme fa9on. 

La Societe peut creer un compte de prime Remission (le "Compte de Prime 
d'Emission") sur lequel toute prime d’emission payee pour toute Part Sociale sera 
versee.

La Societe peut racheter et/ou annuler ses propres Parts Sociales sous reserve des 
dispositions y afferentes de la Loi de 1915. 


6. MODIFICATION DU CAPITAL SOCIAL 

Le capital social pourra a tout moment etre augmente ou reduit moyennant decision 
de l'associe unique sinon de l'assemblee generale des Associes, conformement a 
Particle 14.2 des Statuts. 

7. PARTICIPATION AUX BENEFICES 

Chaque Part Sociale donne droit aux distributions de dividende proportionnellement 
au nombre des parts existantes. 

8. PARTS SOCIALES INDIVISIBLES 

Les Parts Sociales sont indivisibles a l’egard de la Societe qui ne reconnait qu'un seul 
proprietaire pour chacune d’elles. Les coproprietaires indivis de Parts Sociales sont 
tenus de se faire representer aupres de la Societe par une seule et meme personne. 

9. TRANSFERT DE PARTS SOCIALES 

Toutes cessions de Parts Sociales detenues par l'associe unique sont fibres. 

En cas de plurality d'Associes, la cession de Parts Sociales inter vivos a des tiers non- 
associes doit etre autorisee par l'assemblee generale des associes representant au 
moins trois quarts du capital social. Une telle autorisation n'est pas requise pour une 
cession de Parts Sociales entre Associes. 

La cession de Parts Sociales mortis causa a des tiers non-Associes doit etre acceptee 
par les Associes qui represented trois quarts des droits appartenant aux Associes 
survivants. 
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Les exigences des articles 189 et 190 de la loi de 1915 sur les societes commerciales, 
doivent etre respectees. 

10. RACHAT DE PARTS SOCIALES 

La Societe pourra acquerir ses propres Parts Sociales pourvu que la Societe dispose a 
cette fin de reserves distribuables ou profits a cet effet. 

L'acquisition et la disposition par la Societe de Parts Sociales detenues par elle dans 
son propre capital social ne pourra avoir lieu qu'en vertu d'une resolution et 
confonnement aux conditions qui seront decidees par une assemblee generale de 
l'associe unique/des Associes. Les exigences de quorum et de majorite applicables 
aux modifications des Statuts en vertu de Particle 14.2 des Statuts sont d'application. 

11. DECES, INCAPACITE, FAILLITE OU DECONFITURE DES 
ASSOCIES 

Le deces, l'incapacite, la faillite ou la deconfiture de l'associe unique, sinon d’un des 
Associes, ne mettent pas fin a la Societe. 

12. GERANCE 

La Societe est geree par un ou plusieurs gerants. Si plusieurs gerants ont ete 
designes, ils fonneront un conseil de gerance. Le ou les gerant(s) n’ont pas besoin 
d'etre Associes. Le ou les gerants sont designes, revoques et remplaces par 
l’assemblee des Associes, par une resolution adoptee par des Associes representant 
plus de la moitie du capital social. 

Un president pro tempore du conseil de gerance peut etre designe par le conseil de 
gerance pour chaque reunion du conseil de gerance de la Societe. Le president, si un 
president a ete designe, presidera la reunion du conseil de gerance pour laquelle 
il/elle aura ete designe. Le conseil de gerance designera un president pro tempore par 
vote de la majorite des gerants presents ou represents lors du conseil de gerance. 
Vis-a-vis des tiers, le gerant unique, ou en cas de pluralite de gerants, le conseil de 
gerance, a les pouvoirs les plus etendus pour agir au nom et pour le compte de la 
Societe en toutes circonstances et pour executer et approuver les actes et operations 
en relation avec l'objet social. 

Tous les pouvoirs non expressement reserves par la Loi de 1915 ou les Statuts a 
l’assemblee generale des Associes sont de la competence du gerant unique ou, en cas 
de pluralite de gerants, de la competence du conseil de gerance. 

En cas de gerant unique, la Societe sera engagee par la seule signature du gerant, et 
en cas de pluralite de gerants, par la signature conjointe de deux (2) gerants 
quelconques. 

Le gerant unique ou, en cas de pluralite de gerants, le conseil de gerance pourra 
deleguer ses competences pour des operations specifiques (y compris la delegation

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a des conditions normales) a un ou plusieurs mandataires ad hoc. Le gerant unique

En cas de pluralite de gerants, avis ecrit de toute reunion du conseil de gerance sera 
donne a tous les gerants par ecrit ou telecopie ou courriel (e-mail), au moins 24 
(vingt-quatre) heures avant l'heure prevue pour la reunion, sauf s'il y a urgence. Une 
reunion du conseil de gerance pourra etre convoquee par tout gerant. On pourra 
passer outre cette convocation si les gerants sont presents ou representes au conseil 
de gerance et s'ils declarent avoir ete informes de l'ordre du jour. Une convocation 
speciale ne sera pas requise pour une reunion du conseil de gerance se tenant a une 
heure et a un endroit determines dans une resolution prealablement adoptee par le 
conseil de gerance. 

Tout gerant pourra se faire representer en designant par ecrit ou par telecopie ou 
courriel (e-mail) un autre gerant comme son mandataire. Tout gerant peut participer a 
une reunion du conseil de gerance par conference telephonique, visioconference ou 
par ou par tout autre moyen similaire de communication permettant a tous les gerants 
qui prennent part a la reunion d'etre identifies et de deliberer. La participation d'un 
gerant a une reunion du conseil de gerance par conference telephonique, 
visioconference ou par ou par tout autre moyen similaire de communication auquel 
est fait reference ci-dessus sera consideree comme une participation en personne a la 
reunion et la reunion sera cense avoir ete tenue au siege social. Les decisions du 
conseil de gerance seront consignees dans un proces-verbal qui sera conserve au 
siege social de la Societe et signe par les gerants presents au conseil de gerance, ou 
par le president du conseil de gerance, si un president a ete designe. Les procurations, 
s’il y en a, seront jointes au proces-verbal de la reunion. 

Nonobstant les dispositions qui precedent, les decisions du conseil de gerance 
peuvent egalement etre prises par ecrit, et dans ce cas, de telles resolutions circulaires 
consisteront en un seul ou plusieurs documents contenant les resolutions et signe(s) 
par tous les membres du conseil de gerance sans exception. La date d’une telle 
decision circulaire sera la date de la derniere signature. De telles resolutions 
circulaires seront considerees coniine ayant ete prises a Luxembourg. 
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13. RESPONSABILITE DES GERANTS 

Le ou les gerants (selon le cas) ne contractent, a raison de leur fonction, aucune 

obligation personnelle relativement aux engagements regulierement pris par eux au 

nom de la Societe. 

14. ASSEMBLEES GENERALES DES ASSOCIES 

14.1. Pouvoirs et droits de vote 

(i) Les resolutions des Associis sont adoptees en assemblie ginirale des 
Associis (P "Assemblee Generale ") ou par voie de resolutions circulaires 
(les "Resolutions Circulaires des Associes") dans le cas ou le nombre 
d’Associes est inferieur ou igal a vingt-cinq (25). 

(ii) Dans le cas ou les resolutions sont adoptees par Resolutions Circulaires des 
Associes, un projet explicite de la ou des resolutions a prendre devra etre 
envoyi a chaque Associi, et chaque Associi signera la ou les resolutions. 
Les Resolutions Circulaires des Associes signees par tous les Associes sont 
valables et engagent la Societe cornme si elles avaient iti adoptees lors 
d’une Assemblee Generale valablement convoquee et tenue et portent la 
date de la derniere signature. 

(iii) Chaque Part Sociale donne droit a un (1) vote. 

14.2 Convocations, quorum, majorite et procedure de vote 

(i) Les Associes sont convoquis aux Assemblies Ginirales ou consultes par 
ecrit a 1’ initiative de tout gerant ou des Associes representant plus de la 
moitie (1/2) du capital social. 

(ii) Une convocation icrite a toute Assemblee Generale est donnie a tous les 
Associes au moins huit (8) jours avant la date de l’assemblie, sauf en cas 
d’urgence, auquel cas, la nature et les circonstances de cette urgence sont 
precisees dans la convocation a ladite assemblee. 

(iii) Les Assemblies Ginirales seront tenues au lieu et heure pricisis dans les 
convocations des assemblies. 

(iv) Si tous les Associis sont presents ou reprisentis et se considered coniine 
dument convoquis et informis de l’ordre du jour de l’assemblie, 
l’Assemblie Ginirale peut se tenir sans convocation prialable. 

(v) Un Associi peut donner une procuration icrite a toute autre personne, 
Associi ou non, afin de le reprisenter a toute Assemblie Ginirale. 

(vi) Les dicisions a adopter aux Assemblies Ginirales ou par Risolutions 
Circulaires des Associis sont adopties par les Associis ditenant plus de la 
moitii (1/2) du capital social. Si cette majoriti n’est pas atteinte a la 
premiere Assemblie Ginirale ou premiere consultation icrite, les Associis 
sont convoquis par lettre recommandie a une seconde Assemblie Ginirale 
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ou consultes une seconde fois, et les decisions sont adoptees par 
TAssemblee Generate ou par Resolutions Circulaires des Associes a la 
majorite des voix exprimees, sans tenir compte de la proportion du capital 
social represente. 

(vii) Les Statuts sont modifies avec le consentement de la majorite (en nombre) 
des Associes detenant au moins les trois-quarts (3/4) du capital social. 

(viii) Tout changement de nationality de la Societe ainsi que toute augmentation 
de Tengagement d’un Associe dans la Societe exige le consentement 
unanime des Associes. 

15. ASSOCIE UNIQUE 

Les dispositions de Tarticle 14 ne seront applicables que si, et pour autant que, 
la Societe n’a qu’un associe unique. 

L’associe unique exerce tous les pouvoirs conferes par la Loi a TAssemblee 
Generate . 

Toute reference dans les Statuts aux Associes et a TAssemblee Generate ou aux 
Resolutions Circulaires des Associes doit etre consideree, le cas echeant, coniine une 
reference a Tassocie unique ou aux resolutions de ce dernier. 

Les resolutions de T Associe Unique sont consignees dans des proces-verbaux ou 
redigees par ecrit. 

16. ANNEE SOCIALE 

L'annee sociale de la Societe commence le ler janvier et se tennine le 31 decembre 
de chaque annee. 

17. COMPTES ANNUELS 

Le gerant unique ou, en cas de plurality de gerants, le conseil de gerance arretera les 
comptes annuels de la Societe qui sera sounds a fapprobation de l'assemblee 
generate des Associes ou de Tassocie unique. 

18. DISTRIBUTION DES BENEFICES, RESERVES 

II est preleve sur le benefice net annuel de la Societe 5% (cinq pour cent) qui sont 
affectes a la reserve legale. Ce prelevement cessera d'etre obligatoire lorsque la 
reserve legale aura atteint 10% (dix pour cent) du capital social de la Societe, et il 
deviendra a nouveau obligatoire si la reserve legale descend en dessous du seuil de

En vertu de la liquidation de la Societe, l'excedent d'actif de la Societe disponible 
pour distribution entre les Associes doit etre distribue aux Associes, par voie de 
versements anticipes ou apres le paiement (ou provisions, selon le cas) du passif de la 
Societe. 

20. COMMISSAIRE AUX COMPTES - REVISEUR D’ENTREPRISES 

Conformement a 1'article 200 de la Loi de 1915, la Societe doit etre controlee par un 
commissaire aux comptes seulement si elle a plus de 25 (vingt-cinq) Associes. Un 
reviseur d’entreprises doit etre nomine si l’exemption prevue a 1’article 69 (2) de la loi 
du 19 decembre concernant le registre de commerce et des societes ainsi que la 
comptabilite et les comptes annuels des entreprises n’est pas applicable. 

21. REFERENCE AUX DISPOSITIONS LEGALES
